More funds for the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Program may be created today 
when the Hornet [foundation meets to 
consider the proposal of diverting 
profits from the round vending machine 
center in the quad in front of the Library. 

Under the proposal, the EOP, an aid 
program for disadvantaged students, would 
receive monies over and above the costs 
of the center, Charles Chatfield, assistant 
to the president of the college and acting 
head of the Hornet Foundation, explained 
that the topic was brought up at the foun- 
dation meeting last week but as postponed 
to allow further consideration. Today, 
March 4, at 3 p.m. in the Sierra Room 
the question will again come before the 
board. 

If the proposal should pass, it may 
create a problem between the Hornet 
Foundation and the Board of Trustees of 
the California State Colleges. Last year, 
when the ‘“‘round house’’ was constructed, 
it was done so without the consent of the 
trustees. When news of the new center, 
which is serviced by Serv-o-mation, the 
campus food services company, reached 
the trustees they ordered that the structure 
must be torn down as soon as it pays for 
itself. 

Chatfield stated that the foundation has 
a lease on the land on which the building

When Senator John G. Schmitz of 
Orange County was asked to appear as 
guest speaker at the Noon Forum last 
Friday in the Ribera Room, he reportedly 
quipped that he would come, but ‘‘in 
the event of complete chaos and/or 
anarchy, | reserve the right to change 
my mind,”’ 

The Senator (R-Orange County) came 
prepared to speak on ‘‘Academic Free- 
dom”’, but unfortunately, his talk 
presenting the conservative point of view 
on this topical issue was badly crippled 
by recurring outbursts of heckling from 
the audience. A mixed audience of faculty 
and students were present to hear Schmitz, 
with a number of the students inter jecting 
vecasional guffaws and comments. 

Schmitz, who affirmed he was not 
trying to change anyone’s opinions, but 
merely present his own, did exactly that 
with this opening statement: ‘‘There is 
a difference between the owners of higher 
education institutions and the users of 
higher education institutions,’’ He showed 
little sympathy for progressives who advo- 
cate letting students run the colleges 
themselves, and such declarations as ‘‘I 
am proud to be a reactionary’’, served 
to further alienate him from the majority 
of his listeners. 


Open Ridicule 


Extensive quotations from Cicero, the 
Roman statesman and Stoic philosopher, 
drew laughter from some members of 
the audience, and when Schmitz referred 
to the Tulsa, Oklahoma ‘‘Tribune”’, 
he was openly ridiculed, 

Although obviously somewhat irritated, 


was constructed; a lease which is good 
until 1970. At that time, it will have to be 
renewed, providing the trustees change 
their minds about their previous destruct 
order. If, however, the trustees consider 
the diversion of the spare funds from the 
fixture as an indication that the building 
has been paid for, they may order destruc- 
tion immediately, thus cancelling out the 
EOP aid. 

According to Chatfield the vending 
machine center has not yet been paid for 
but it is running well. On this basis, and 
in support for the EOP program, Chatfield 
stated that he supports the funding pro- 
posal, He speculated that some of the 
conditions originally surrounding the 
trustees’ decision may have changed in 
the last year. One of the members of the 
Board of Trustees who supported the 
destruction of the center, will be leaving 
office this spring. This fact, Chatfield 
stated, may have some effect on the 
Trustees’ action on the building. 

If the Hornet Foundation should decide 
to aid the EOP, it will be one of many 
groups, offices and individuals on campus 
which are already doing so. Among some 
of those supporting the program are the 
Associated Students, members of the Aca- 
demic Senate and numerous campus clubs. 
The money contributed will be used to 
aid needy or underprivileged college stu- 
dents and allow them to continue their 
education, 


the Senator continued to explain his theory 
of ‘‘natural law’’, which he described 
by saying ‘‘there is a natural law from 
which all man-made laws must conform, 
This has been the whole ethical under- 
pinning of our civilization.’’ He suggested 
that in higher education the tendency is 
to reject natural law, which can only 
lead to totalitarianism. 

Schmitz asserted that ‘‘there is a 
direct relationship between the ‘God is 
dead’ philosophy, and the chaos we are 
experiencing.’’ The Senator, who is a 
Roman Catholic, incorporated religion 
into his theory of the necessity for natural 
law, by saying that disregarding religious 
ethics will inevitably precipitate the loss 
of law, civilization, and all semblance 
of order. 

‘I think you’d have to admit we are 
heading toward a system where we are 
not going to have much freedom,”’ Schmitz 
affirmed. ‘‘The great danger facing us 
is not anarchy, it is the loss of freedom,”’ 
Schmitz added that ‘‘we are beyond the 
period of vibrant health’’, and declared 
that American education is now beginning 
to experience a breakdown period, 


Admitted Reactionary 


Because of this alleged sickness in 
our society, the Senator openly professed 
to being a reactionary, equating this title 
to a doctor’s calling. He said as a 
reactionary, be is proud to be attempting 
to return the society to the healthiness 
it previously experienced, just as a 
medical man tries to cure a patient. 

Schmitz talked for a total of only 
20 minutes, then threw the remainder 
of the hour open to questions, which 
ranged from the right of individual suffrage 
to sex education,

To suggest involvement to today’s college student is to bore him, 
Ten years ago the word meant something; today it is a come-on for 
employment ads, Further, to suggest involvement in campus politics 
is for many to suggest a waste of precious academic time, 

On March 19 and 20th, polls will open on campus for voting to fill 
three vacancies in the Student Senate and two spots on the board of 
the planned student union, 

The Hornet urges interested individuals and organizations on campus 
to find candidates to at eee seats. On the senate, seats for two 
representatives from the | of Arts and Sciences and one from 
the School of social Work are open, Why the urgency? 

The student senate alone, thinking in purely materialistic terms, 
has charge of over one quarter million dollars, The senate, a fifteen 
man board, has almost exclusive control over the direction and use of 
this money. 

This year especially, senate power was put in sharp focus, In an 
unprecedented move, the senate approved a more than $100,000 proposal 
to finance lighting on the campus athletic stadium, Later last semester, 
a $10,000 grant was alloted the campus Educational Opportunity Program. 
Both moves met with strong opposition as well as heavy support on 
campus, A great number of people ruefully wished they could re- 
consider their votes or non-votes for senate representatives. 

In more intangible, but no less real terms, the senate has passed 
innumberable resolutions taking policy positions for and against 
specific public officials and their actions. They have also jent qualified 
moral support to the efforts of various interest groups such as AFT. In 
taking these positions, legally or not, they bind in the public eye the 
student body at SSC, 


Financially Involved 


Financially, you as a student are involved already. At least ten 
dollars of your registration fee goes to student government, Morally, 
you are also put on the line everytime your elected representatives 
take a public position. You were given the opportunity to support or 
oppose their candidacy. 

Slots for student representatives on the board of the proposed student 
union are also open. The union is intended to provide a campus 
activity center for the student body. These representatives will be 
in a pivotal position, establishing a direction the project will take for 
many years to come, 

Who is eligible? A senate candidate must be a full time (12 unit) 
student at SSC, majoring in the area he wishes to represent. He must 
have completed a minimum of 30 units of college or university work 
and have been a full time student at SSC for at least one complete 
semester prior to candidacy. An overall grade point average of 2.0 
is required, 

Student reps for the college union must have the same qualifications 
with the major of the applicant, however, of no importance. 

Applications for all offices will be due Friday at noon, Information 
and petition packets are available in the ASSSC lounge above Food 
Service, An ASSSC constitutional qualifying exam will be held Friday 
afternoon with a make-up on Monday. 

Write-in candidates must file their intention of candidacy with 
the Activities Office, Adm, 272 by 5:00 on March Il, 

Overburdened as we are by tlk of involvement and leader snip, 
all too often we miss opportunities to effectively participate in our 
society, The Hornet feels that this election, as any election for student 
office, is such an opportunity. This is no child’s game. 

So often student government is denounced as ridiculous and a farce.

Richard Yaffee, SSC’s aspirants to 
the Model U.N, have been preparing 
for the session since the middie 
of last semester. With the un- 
fortunate illness of Professor 
Mahmut Lacin, Yaffee found him- 
self with the responsibility of 
organizing and preparing the 
group. This job requires more than 
simply lining up potential delegates 
and outlining what is required of 
them; it also calls for teaching 
Government 196, the class which 
is the training ground for the Model 
U.N. 


Interview Class 


Set For April 


Upper division students who will 
be seeking permanent employment 
soon might be interested in an 
evening extension course entitled 
‘Interviewing Practice and Tech- 
niques.’’ Students will learn how 
to take an interview, how to make 
a good impression. The class will 
be staffed by members of the 
business administration faculty. 
Grading will be done on the 
pass/fail system, 

The one-credit course (code 
number BA 0170) is scheduled 
for April 7-ll from 6:45 to 9:45 
each night, March 30 is the dead- 
line for sign-ups and payment 
of the $18 fee.

In this course, which is offered 
on a pass or fail basis, the students 
learn to think as a delegate from 
the country which they are rep- 
resenting. They are briefed on 
foreign policy matters, and taught 
to enforce their ideological claims 
in such areas. Also important 
in the course is gaining a thorough 
knowledge of parliamentary pro- 
cedure as practiced in actual Model 
U.N, sessions. 


Jaffee plans a break with tra- 
dition this year in selecting the 
delegates who will represent the 
school in Fresno. In the past, 
delegates were chosen on the basis 
of a five minute interview with the 
group’s faculty advisor, their dele- 
gation chairman, and a neutral 
faculty member. Concerned with 
the inherent unfairness of sucha 
method of selection, Yaffee will let 
the students’ achievements in his 
class decide on who will make the 
trip. Yet, he hastened to add, ‘‘the 
students tend to eliminate them- 
selves in this type of selection."’ 


The Model! United Nations of the 
Far West held its first session at 
Stanford University in 1951. From 
this small beginning which saw 350 
students from three states gather. 
this year’s session wil! host more 
than 1,000 students from thirteen 
states, British Columbia, and 
Mexico. 

Briefly, the Model U.N. is 
governed by an Executive Com- 
mittee whose members include one 
representative from each partici- 
pating school. This committee 
selects which school will host the 
preceedings in the future. 

This year’s session will consist 
of a General Assembly and five 
subcommittees, a Security Coun- 
cil, an International Court of 
Justice, and a Secretariat. The 
assembly will consider resolutions 
referred to it by the Security 
Council, passed by the E.C.O~ 
S.0.C, or special committees of 
the Assembly. 

As a participant in the Model 
United Nations of the Far West, 
Sacramento State College has at- 
tended the sessions for 15 years. 
In the past, SSC has usually re- 
presented countries which are 
more or less neutrally aligned as

for instance, India, Turkey, and in 
1968, Tunisia, This year, however, 
S.S.C, is representing one of the 
widely-sought ‘‘prestige’’ nations 
in the Model U.N., the Soviet 
Union, 

In receiving the Soviet Union, 
SSC was one of the few entered 
schools to get its first choice of 
a nation, Out of 120 schools, 
only 17 received their first choice, 
Sacramento State being among 
them. The schools are rewarded 
with certain countries after being 
judged on their performance of 
the previous year, the quality of 
their resolutions, and the justi- 
fication of their wanting to 
represent a country. 

In SSC’s case, last year’s ses- 
sion at the University of Tuscon 
in Arizona saw this school’s dele- 
gation enter six resolutions, 
heading each of them. In addition, 
Sac. State’s Fred Stephens was 
appointed as rapporteur, the of- 
ficer who presides over all 
resolutions passed in committee 
before the Assembly. Moreover, 
Yaffee, minoring in Soviet rela- 
tions has considerable Russian 
background, 

This year’s session of the Model 
United Nations is being hosted by 
Fresno State College from May 7 
to 10,

Greeks at SSC: Taking A New Approach

Spring rush by fraternities has 
experienced a slight decline in 
potential rushees this semester. 
This does not necessarily indicate 
that the fraternity system is dying, 
or that young men are becoming 
indifferent or hostile towardG reek 
participation, At Sacramento 
State, spring rush declined due to 
the closure on admittance of new 
students for this semester. 

Many fraternities are gaining 
additional rushees through a 
process called ‘‘closed rushing,’’ 
This consists of a fraternity 
actually ‘‘rushing’’ a manthrough- 
out part or all of the previous 
semester, The rushee’s choice 
of which fraternity to join has 
already been decided, so rushing 
openly is not necessary, 

Some new techniques have 
emerged in the last year at Sac- 
ramento State pertaining to 
rushing, Fraternities are be- 
ginning to cooperate instead of 
cutting each others throats during 
open rush, 

In the past, when a man 
interested in joining a fraternity 
visited the various fraternity 
activities, the members of that 
fraternity would attempt to in- 
fluence the rushee’s judgement by 
telling him all the faults of the 
other fraternities, During more 
recent rush periods, fraternities 
do not hesitate to tell the good 


points of their own organization, 
but make some reservations to- 
ward cut-throat competition. 


More Cooperation 


One fraternity interested in 
more inter-fraternity cooperation 
during rush and throughout the 
semester is Delta Chi, 

John Downey, president of Delta 
Chi last semester, feels that re- 
lations between fraternities should 
and could be strengthened through 
more cooperation between or- 
ganizations, better communication 
through the Interfraternity Coun- 
cil, and more’ co-sponsored 
functions, 

Delta Chi was founded at SSC in 
1966, It boasts an active member- 
ship of approximately 38 men with 
a 2.5 collective grade point 
average. Delta Chi rents its own 
house and charges monthly dues of 
15 dollars, an initiation fee of 44 
dollars, and a montly cost of 92 
dollars to live in the house, 

To @ person from out-of-town, 
joining a fraternity may be a way 
to meet new people. Downey 
Suggests that because Sacramento 
State is a commuter school, he 
rushed so that he might have ‘‘more 
of an opportunity to meet people, 
find friendship, and just to get 
involved.”’ He chose Delta Chi 
specifically because it was a young 
organization, and he could ‘‘grow 
with the fraternity,”’ ‘‘advance 
easier,’’ and could ‘‘build more” 
from the new foundation. 


Social Work Conference 
Is Set For Lake Tahoe 


“Social Welfare in a Revolu- 
tionary Society’’ will be the theme 
of the annual three-day California 
Student Welfare Association Con- 
ference when it convenes March 
28 at Lake Tahoe. 


The conference, which is de- 
signed to provide the student with 
a broader outlook on the field of 
social welfare and corrections and 
keep him up to date with the pro- 
gress in the field, will initiate 
a number of firsts this year. Tra- 
ditionally, students majoring in 
social welfare and corrections held 
a spring conierence at one of the 
state college campuses. This year, 
non- students, non- majors and stu- 
dents from 88 junior colleges will 
participate for the first time. 


According to Carl Owens, trea- 
surer of CSSWA, the location of the 
conference was changed to ‘‘a cent- 
ral location such as the UC Alumni 
Center at Lake Tahoe because in 
the past studens stayed at private 
homes, thus splitting up very im- 


portant group interaction.”’ 

Not only will participants have 
the opportunity tor ‘‘interaction’’ 
with one another but this year top 
professionals in the fields will 
attend. Owens explained, ‘‘Many 
of these professionals have only 
veen out of school a few years 
and this will make it easy for the 
student to relate to them.”’ 

The format of the conference 
is one of speakers and panels. 
Included among those who will 
speak are Alan D. Wade, dean of 
SSC’s School of Social Work; 
Alfred E, Alquist, California State 
Senator, (D- San Jose); and Len 
Winther, union representative, 

In addition to speakers and open 
dialogue with professionals in the 
field, various graduate schools and 
counties will be invited to set up 
information tables for recruitment 
purposes. 

The deadline for conference de- 
posits is March 5. Application 
forms are available at the School 
of Social Work Office, TR-6. 
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During the pledgeship of a man,

Delta Chi realizes it must 
change to maintain itself, old- 
fashioned rituals concerned with 
hazing have been abolished.

Even though it is obvious that 
Greek membership in relation to 
eligible young men is declining, 
the fraternity still has much to 
offer. Although the fraternity 
system is changing, Downey 
expresses his dismay at ‘‘the 
many people who still have 
stereotyped misconceptions about 
Greeks,’’ He feels that aduits 
still think that all fraternity men do 
is sit around and drink. These 
adults either pay little attention 
to new Greek developments, they 
do not know about such develop- 
ments, or they do little to find 
out the real truth. 

One way this image of frivolity 
is attempting to be dispelled 
is through fraternity members 
working on community projects. 
Downey also feels the mass media 
have been of little benefit to 
fraternities as they either do not 
publicize Greeks at all, or pro- 
ject the wrong idea through the 
making of generalities from 
isolated cases. 

The fraternity 20 or 30 years 
ago was a “rich kids’ game.” 
These days of prestige and status 
are gone. There is still some-

Delta Chi’s national chapter is 
also a progressive body aware that 
change is imperative in order to 
survive, Although the local chap- 
ter at Sacramento State has a good 
realtionship with its national 
counterpart, it is still left free to 
determine how it will conduct its 
local affairs.

Even though academics is 
according to Downey, ‘‘Fra- 
ternities provide a release to find 
a social life, a common point from

which to meet new people, and in 
working together.’’ The fraternity 
provides a person with the oppor- 
tunity to do things on his own, 
which normally could not be under - 
taken singly, and to do things with 
others. Downey feels that being 
a Greek member has not hindered 
his other intersts and friends to 
a@ great extent. In fact, he adds, 
“The fraternity has motivated me 
to do things and to meet people 
I probably would have not met if 
I had not got involved.’’ 

The fraternity still houses many

The 
orphanage is known for its cor- 
ruption — money goes in but never

the recent past and to a lesser 
extent now, I had to se or 
myself — and Cathy and ! weat 
back the next day — yesterday, 
I’ve seen a lot — but never so 
many children — so uncared for — 
225 children survive or die there 
and it must take a strong will to 
survive....

I’ve started several letters to 
you within the past few days but 
that’s as far as I ever got before 
an interruption struck that 
seemingly couldn’t wait — locating 
the student body money for Shih 
Yi-he’s operation — getting it 
straight with the lice from the 
children from the orphanage that 
they weren’t to live in my hair 
(I guess they didn’t like the place 
where they were living either) — 
and talking to people about a place 
to live — I felt tired too — partly 
from so much running and partly 
psychological from being in that 
damn sterile apartment — I found 
out a jot about Wu taitai (the live- 
in maid) and Jolly (her daughter) 
and what they think of us, though — 
they put up a good front but they 
don’t like Americans — Americans 
who have the money to come here 
and alive in a big apartment and 
have someone cook for them and 
have a bathroom with a toilet and 
shower and hot water (she took 
me to her house over this 
vacation — first time any of us had 
been there) — Americans whose 
parents send them boxes of clothes 
and money from home to take off 
for Hong Kong and Japan and Viet 
Nam — when they have never been 
to the southern part of their own 
island. It all fits an American 
stereotype which they see on T.V, 
and in the movies (I saw a TV 
news special the other night onthe 
U.S, showing big new cities being 
built, freeways with cars stream- 
ing down them, modern suburban 
homes with big station wagons, 
It talked about the growing number 
of cars-and alr polution, and showed 
a great big Shiny new garbage 
truck; I wonder ff that was N.Y.) 
anyway, get the picture — they, 
Wu taitai’s Ppmily, have not chosen 
to be poor, bu? in Chinese society 
they kndw their place and play 
their .role ~ they “re never frank 
with you but if you know them well

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HUAC Will Be Probed By ‘Mr. Abolition”

Comprehensive Graduate Studies Guide 


Frank Wilkinson, dubbed ‘‘Mr, 
Abolition’® by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, is 
scheduled to speak in Music 151 
today, March 4, at 10:15 a.m, 
He will speak on abolishing the 
HUAC, 

Wilkinson has been opposed to 
the HUAC actively since 1953, when 
he started work in Civil Liberties 
with a Los Angeles committee 
established to defend all persons 
called before the various state 
committees of the HUAC, In 
1957-58, as a staff member of the 
National Emergency Civil Liber- 
ties Committee, he launched the 
initial campaign to abolish HUAC, 
its Senate counterpart, the Senate 
Internal Security Sub-comunittee, 
and the various state ‘‘little 
HUAC’s,”” 


Legally represented by the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
Southern California and its national 
office, Wilk .-n volunteered to 
test the cons. utionality of the 
HUAC on grounds that a man’s 
personal beliefs, social attitudes 
and religious beliefs were outside 
the realm of the legal investigatory 
powers of Congress, as guaranteed 
by the First Amendment, 

Wilkinson’s test cases were 
held in Los Angeles in 1956 
and Georgia in 1958, Together 
with the companion case of Carl 
Braden, Wilkinson made his argu- 
ments before the Supreme Court, 
In a 5-4 decision (Warren, Black, 
Brennan, and Douglas in the 
minority) the court upheld the 
decision of the lower court con- 
victions of ‘‘contempt of Con- 


Available For Use of SSC Students 


To which graduate school should 
I apply? At which one will I be 
accepted? To help prospective 
graduate students answer these 
and other questions, Peterson’s 
Guides Incorporated has presented 
Sacramento State with a complete 
11-volume set of the Annual Guides 
to Graduate Study. 

The guides are presented with- 
out charge as a service to students 
and their advisers. Sacramento 
State was one of 750 colleges and 
universities selected to receive 
these guides. According to Emmett 
C, Thompson, director of graduate 
Studies, this school was chosen 
on the basis of its size and the 
number of its students going on 
to graduate school which he term- 
ed a ‘‘rather high percentage.”’ 

Peter W. Hegener, publisher of 
the Annual Guides points out: ‘‘ For 
information about graduate pro- 
grams, students have had to depend 
primarily on flyers «bout schools 
which are scattered across campus 
bulletin boards on a catch-as- 
catch-can basis and on the infor- 
mation passed on to them by their 
teachers.”’ He created the guides 
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in 1966 to bring a more orderly 
flow of information from graduate 
schools to undergraduate students. 

The guides are arranged in vol- 
umes covering graduate programs 
in the Arts and Sciences, Biological 
Sciences, Business, Education, 
Engineering, Communication, Li-~ 
brary and Information Science, 
Nursing and Public Health, Phy- 
sical Sciences, and Public Ad- 
ministration and _ International 
Affairs. Each volume is sub- 
divided into particular areas of 
study. The programs of study 
listed include those leading to 
both master’s and doctoral de- 
grees, 

Hegener said the guides seek 
to list in the directories virtually 
every graduate program in the 
United States in the more than 
fifty fields of study presented. 
These detailed descriptions were 
written by authorized faculty mem- 
bers of each institution. ‘The 
descriptions should tell the student 
most of what he wants to know 
about a school’s program and 
faculty, its requirements and its 
costs,’”’ Hegener said. 
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“These guides shou!d provide 

undergraduate with basic 
across-the-board coverage of 
what’s available in his field — 
what exists, what the require- 
ments are, and where he’s likely 
to be accepted,” Hegener said. 
Thompson points out that the guides 
are also valuable to graduate stu- 
dents who have questions concern- 
ing doctoral programs. He urges 
everyone with graduate school 
plans to refer to the guides in 


his office in Administration 275.

gress’’ because these two men 
refused to answer the questions of 
the committee, 

As a result of this conviction, 
Wilkinson and Braden served a 
one year prison term at Allenwood 
Prison Camp in Pennsylvania, 
which has been designated as one 
of the stand-by detention centers 
under the HUAC’s orginai Internal 
Security Act of 1950. 


Born in Charlevoix, Michigan, 
in 1914, Wilkinson’s family later 
moved to California, His father 
was a medical doctor and leader in 
the Protestant laymen’s move- 
ment. Wilkinson attended element- 
ary and high school in Beverly Hills 
California, and received his A.B. 
degree in political science at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. He planned to become a 
Methodist minister, but following 
an extensive post-graduate study 
tour of Europe, Northern Africa, 
the Near East, and United States, 
Wilkinson encountered poverty for 
the first time. As a result of 
observing and studying the condi- 
tions of the poor, Wilkinson embark 
ed on a career in slum clearance 
and low rent housing which led to
